Higher farm land, values for Can- 
ada as a whole, and for most prov- 
inces, are indicated in the 1941 esti- 
mates, says an official report. The 
average' value of occupied farm lands 
in Canada increased from $24 to $25 
per acre. Increases occurred in the 
three Maritime Provinces, Quebec, 
Manitoba, and British Columbia, 
There was no change in Alberta but 
a decline of $1 per acre was reported 
from both Ontario and Saskatche- 
wan. The Dominion average, while 
higher than 1940, is still much be- 
low the values reported prior to 1929 
when values ranged from $37 to $40 
per acre.

Report Of Saskatchewan Red Cross 
‘Outpost Hospital Service For 1941 
Since the opening of the War no 
attempt has been made to extend this 
service. ‘There are nine Red Cross 
outposts: operating in the province, 
and the duty has been: to keep units 
already organized at as high a stand- 
ard of efficiency as possible. i 
The outpost hospital work accom 
plished during 1941 covers the nurs= 
ing care of 1,450. new adult cases and 


total of 16,379 hospital days. 

Additional nursing care was given 
fh 882 homes by hursing visits to 
district homes by the outpost staffs. 
These visits were in answer to calls, 
‘or; to\follow--up--service after. dis- 
charge from active care in the out- 
posts.

"In newspaper articles, and ‘in talks over the radio, the statement has| 
been frequently made that many people in Canada have not yet become 


fully war conscious, or that the full import of the seriousness of the ‘war 
has not yet been realized. That because we are so far removed, from the 


citizens have a full realization of what Canada is fighting fot, and what 
defeat for the Allied cause would mean. Since the entry of Japan into 
the conflict on the side of our enemies, the war if anything has- been 
brought closer to our shores, and the initial successes of Japan have greatly 
increased our danger. For the first time since the beginning of the war 
the enemy has been operating submarines off the coasts of this continent, 
and survivors of sunken vessels have been landed on our east coast. Resi- 
dents of Western Canada are fully aware of the dangers besetting our 
Pacific coast.

Facing The Situation . _ 

If anything further were needed to bring to the average citizen a more 
complete understanding of the serious conditions which we are facing, it is 
the ever increasing need for the conservation of the ordinary necessities 
of life. No one, in whatever station he may occupy, can fail to be affected 
in one way or another by this shortage. Being fully aware of this need 
for conservation, it can be assumed that we shall meet the situation with 
a minimum of complaint. Those of us, who for various legitimate ‘reasons, 
are unable to bear arms in the defence of democracy, will have small reason 
to complain, when we consider the brave men of our armed forces. These 


hesitated to leave the security of their homes and to go forth to meet 
the enemy.” pe 

The magnificent support that was accorded the second Victory Loan 
would indicate very clearly that the people of Canada have a keen appre- 
ciation of the necessity for furthering our war effort, and for providing the 
needed equipment for our armed forces. A significant feature of the loan 
was the number of small investors, indicating in’a great many cases that 
many people of small means have made real sacrifices in their endeavor 
to furnish the sinews of war. Many stories appeared in the press during 
the progress of the campaign, some quite pathetic, of poor people’ who 


invested their meagre life savings in the cause of freedom.

For A Greater Effort 

The time has long since passed when any thinking man can afford to 
adopt a smug attitude in respect to the progress of the war. It is not 
sufficient for us to pin our faith on the successful outcome of the struggle. 
It is true that we cannot conceive of any alternative other than that we 
defeat the enemy. But the war is not going to be won by any wishful 
thinking. It is going to mean that we cannot relegate our responsibilities 
to some mythical other fellow, but that each one of us will be required to 
put forth every effort, either voluntarily or forcibly, if we are to win this 
fight. We find ourselves engaged with a ruthless enemy Whose declared 
aim is to dominate the world. If we are to retain our’ freedom and our 
democratic way of life then no sacrifice will be too great for us to make. 
Canada has no reason to feel ashamed of the part she has already played 
in the prosecution of the war, but still greater effort will be needed to. win 
the victory which will ensure to us ‘the retention of our religious freedom,

Ontario Office Worker Invented A 

Machine For Sealing Envelopes 
" Charles A. Shupe, former member 
of the staff of the Rural Hydro 
Office,’ Simcoe, Ont., will long be re- 
membered by employees of the pres- 
ent staff for his invention of an en- 
velope sealing ‘machine which has 
proved its efficiency. 

Preliminary tests revealed the effec- 
tivesness of the machine although 
alterations were necessary.

To Mobilize Full

Berne.—Germany’s mobilization of 
the entire Axis manpower for a 
gigantic spring offensive now is in 
full swing, reports reaching Berne 
from various parts of Europe indi- 
cate, 

In Germany itself almost all men 
able to carry arms are already in the 
army, but the recent visit of Field 
Marshal Keitel to Hungary and Slo- 
vakia is beginning to bear results in 
the form of approximately 1,500,000 
fresh -troops. 

Up to the present these two allies 
had supplied only. a handful of sol- 
diers for the Russian campaign. 
Slovakia had furnished about 27,000 
and Hungary not more than one or 
two divisions, ' 

In Hungary, notices have just been 


| posted mobilizing all men up to 46 


years of age. 

Slovakia, with a population of 3,- 
500,000, has been told'she must furn- 
ish 100,000 men. 

Italy has been cajled upon to de- 
liver many more troops than she has 
yet.sent to the eastern front, and 
these_as quickly: as possible. Some 
reports mention a figure of 1,000,000 
but this is unverified. 

Rumania already has about 1,000,- 
000 men in the field, her maximum 
capacity. It is not .known whether 
Bulgaria will declare war on Russia 
and send forces to aid in the cam- 
paign.

Rupert as the outlet through which | 


will pour men, foodstuffs, and eatueriA 
tions to Alaska. 

‘The use of Prince Rupert as a 
main supply base would involve ocean 
transport. But troop and munitions 
ships would be subject to danger of 
submarine attack for less than half 
the trip to Alaska. Sources in  Ot- 
tawa say the submarines could oper- 
vate in only about 400 miles of the 
water involved. 

The Ottawa sources say soldiers 
and equipment transported by the 
route will be disembarked at an un- 
specified Alaskan port. From this 
point they will be transported to 
Fairbanks, Alaska, by ‘rail. 

Troop transports could slip out of 
the large and well-equipped harbor 
of Prince Rupert and ease along the 
British Columbia coast behind a pro- 
tecting screen of islands.. These is- 
lands are situated in waters where 
it would be impossible for submiar-. 
ines to operate. 

Ottawa sources offer three reasons 
for the importance of Prince Rupert 
as a base. They are: 1 ‘ 

1. The Alaska road, even if com- 
pleted this year, will be only a 
“pioneer” highway, capable of carry- 
ing only about 10 to 15 per cent. of 
the volume of a normal highway. 
Sufficient supplies to equip Alaskan 
defences could not be. moved across 
it—or so these quarters say. 

2. Alternative ports—Seattle and 
Vancouver—are 750 miles farther by 
sea from Alaska and most of the ad- 
ditional distance is exposed to saci 
marines. 

3. Prince Rupert already possesses 
adequate port facilities for the traffic 
and has good rail connections. 


Synthetic Rubl Rubber Plant 


Government Owned Seals wkepebiation To 
Produce ‘Rubber In Canada 
Ottawa.—Munitions Minister Howe 
announced that a government-owned 
corporation known as Polymer Corp- 


oration Ltd. is being established to 


produce synthetic rubber in Canada. 
| President of the new company will, 
be Col. Arthur L.’ Bishop, Toronto in- 
dustrialist, and the company will 
feeand its headquarters in Toronto. 


“Work is already under way on the 
preliminary plans’ and specifications 
of certain of the plants that will be 
| reeded,” Mr. Howe said in a state- 
ment. “It is expected that produc- 
tion will begin before the end of 
1943, and that when the plants are 
working to capacity their output will 
be about 34,000 long tons per year.” 

The minister said the synthetic 
production will not relieve the short- 
age insofar as the civilian is con- 
cerned. 

“Every ounce of the synethic rub- 
| ber will be earmarked for war pur- 
poses,” he said, “This means, of 
course, that the civilian will have to 
do without rubber of any. kind for all 
but. absolutely essential needs, and, 
in any event, will have to get along 
with reclaimed rubber wherever pos- 
sible.”
